Completing  another  successful  sea¬ 
son,  the  Nazareth  Area  High  gridders 
placed  third  in  the  Lehigh  Northamp¬ 
ton  Interscholastic  Athletic  League 
hy  winning  seven  games  whde  losing 
only  two.

Eager  to  start  the  ’54  season  success¬ 
fully,  the  Blue  Eagles  played  host  to 
Nesquehoning  in  the  opening  game  of 
the  season.

Smarting  from  their  defeat  by 
Bangor,  the  Blue  Eagles  took  their 
vengeance  on  Emmaus,  trimming  them 
54  to  0.
